I. GENERAL 



Panaunjoa and ona of tha tunnala dug by tha DPRK undar tha DMZ. Tha tour Mai 
arrangad by ona of tha Buraau'a contact! at tha UN Coaaand Military Araiatica 
Coaaiaaion, in appraciation for tha aarvica tha Buraau providaa UNCMAC. 

Koraan citizana noraally ara not alloMad to viait tha DMZ , ao tha occaaion 
providad a rara opportunity for local aaployaaa to aaa tha araa. 

Participant! in tha tour Mara abla to viait tha confaranca rooa whara MAC 
aaatinga ara hald — and atara at atona-facad North Koraan Aray guard! Mho 
Mara Matching tha viaitora through a Mindoa only fiva or aix faat away. 

Lunga and laga Mara taatad rigoroualy at tha tunnal, Mhich can only ba 
antarad by daacanding (and latar aacanding) a ataap and aoaatiaaa alippary 
accaaa tunnal that dropa aoaa 25G vartical faat in about 2GG yarda. Thia 
viait ia a good axaapla of tha cloaa ralationahip that haa davalopad batHaan 
tha Buraau and UNCMAC ovar tha yaara. Tha tour Maa laid on Mith a aingla 
phona call and ainiaal folloM-upi Eabaaay local! hava navar baan affordad a 
alailar opportunity bacauaa Eabaaay officara Mould hava to go through an 
intiaidating labyrinth of buraaucratic channala bafora gatting approval for 
local aaployaaa to antar tha DMZ. UNCMAC'a Millingnaaa to lay on auch a tour 
for FBIS ia a taatiaony to tha continuing aarvica it racaivaa froa tha 
Buraau. 


2. Tha D0DD8 high achool, Saoul Aaarican, Mhich ia attandad by aoat 
childran of Military and Eabaaay paranta in tha Saoul araa, haa racaivad tha 
Dapartaant of Education "Excallanca in Education" award for 1985. Saoul 
Aaarican ia tha firat DODDS achool in tha Pacific to racaiva thia praatigioua 
award. Tha award prograa, now in ita third yaar, honora aalactad achoola 
with national racognition for outatanding acadaaic achiavaaanta. SAHS ia ona 
of 212 achoola to racaiva tha award for 1985, only thraa of which wara DODDS 
achoola. Ovarall taat acoraa at tha achool Mara 34 polnta abova tha national 
avaraga on tha varbal aaction of tha 1985 Scholaatic Aptituda Taat, and 22 
polnta abova tha national avaraga on tha aathaaatica aaction of tha SAT. 
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3. Seoul i» now in the grip of the coldest neither in the put 15 
yeire. On 3 January the city wit blanketed with about four inchea of snow, 
followed by a cold wave that haa brought teaperaturea at night down to a few 
degrees below zero. The low teaperaturea and accoapanying north winds have 
brought a wind chill factor of -23 degrees. Icy roads throughout the country 
have caused aany accidents and aonuaental traffic jaas t and Kiapo **** 

closed for IB hours on the 3d and 4th after a Saudi airliner slid off the 
snow-covered aain runway and becaae stuck in freezing aud. The current cold 
snap is expected to last for several aore days at least, and the Korean 
weather service is predicting one of the coldest winters since the Korean

II. OPERATIONS 


Editorial/Honitorial 


1. In stateaents since 1 January by the heads of the DPRK delegations 
to the Red Cross, econoaic and parliaaentary talks, and at the 3 January MAC 
seating in Panaunjoa, Pyongyang has laid the groundwork for a propaganda 
caapaign against this year's "Teas Spirit* ailitary erercises. The 
delegation leaders and DPRK MAC senior delegate all have pointed to the 
lncoapatibility of continued North-South talks and ailitary exercises. This 
ytir # * N Tt«« Spirit 1 * it ilattd to bt hold it u»ual frot February through 
April, though dates have not yet been foraally announced. La *^ 

Pyongyang canceled all talks for aonths due to the exercise. The DPRK in 
aid-January began a propaganda blitz denouncing the exercise, including 
alaost daily editorials and coaaentaries. Ne expect a siailar outpouring of 
protest this year. 


2. In early Deceaber the Bureau began using a "black box" device to 
facilitate preparation of KCNA logs. Adapted froa Okinawa Bureau's autoaatic 
logging systea for XINHUA English transaissions, the device prints out the 
KCNA itea nuabers, headlines, and the first paragraph of each itea. A 
reperforator cuts a tape of all entriesj to coaplete the log all the editors 
have to add is the length and disposition of iteas. The device works very 
well when reception is good, but KCNA reception varies widely. The logs 
etill aust be prepared aanually when reception is poor.
